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September 10 Convocation Opens Thirty-Second Year 


Seume, Hammontree and Beckwith Will Lead 
Annual Fall Bible Conference October 15-20

Dr. Richard Seume, pastor of Im- 
manuel Baptist Church of Richmond, 
Virginia, and the musical team of Dr. 
Homer Hammontree of Greenback, Ten- 
nessee, and Paul Beckwith of Lansing, 
Michigan, will lead the thirty-first an- 
nual Bible conference to be held Sunday 
night through Friday, October 15-20. Dr. 
Seume- is a repeat speaker from last year’s 
conference by popular demand, and 
Messrs. Hammontree and Beckwith were 
last at the Bible conference in 1958. In 
addition, a number of alumni mission- 
aries, including Kermit Zopfi, director of 
the German Bible Institute under Greater 
Europe Mission, will participate in the 
program. 

Dr. Seume, who is a graduate of 
Wheaton College and Dallas Theological 
Seminary, is well known as a conference 
speaker. In addition to his ministry as 
pastor, he is president of the American 
Home Council of Africa Inland Mis- 
sion, chairman of the U.S.A. Council of 
Regions Beyond Missionary Union, and 
member of the Council of Central Amer- 
ican Mission and the United Indian Mis- 
sion. He also serves as a member of the 
Board of Regents and Incorporate Mem- 
bers of Dallas Theological Seminary. 


Dr. Hammontree, for many years a 
member of the Moody Bible Institute 
music faculty, is widely known as the 
singing evangelist. Mr. Beckwith, who is 
also both musician and evangelist, served 
11 years with Inter- Varsity Christian 
Fellowship. This team maintains a con- 
tinuous schedule of appointments in 
churches, schools, and conferences 
throughout the U. S. 

Kermit Zopfi, a former Bryan student 
who graduated at Wheaton College and 
then returned to Bryan as Christian edu- 
cation teacher for four years, is now on 
furlough from his first term in Germany. 
Other Bryan alumni missionaries on fur- 
lough are also expected for the confer- 
ence. 

Alumni Homecoming 

The eighth annual alumni homecom- 
ing is scheduled for October 13-15 to 
precede the Bible conference as a special 
incentive to alumni visitors who may be 
able to remain for part of the week’s 
services. Registration will begin on Fri- 
day afternoon with special events planned 
for that evening and a full schedule of 
alumni activities on Saturday climaxed by 
the homecoming banquet. 


Bryan College will begin its thirty- 
second academic year with a convocation 
on Sunday afternoon, September 10, at 
3:00 p.m. in the college chapel. The con- 
vocation, which is primarily a religious 
service of dedication for the work of the 
year, will be led by Dr. Theodore C. 
Mercer, president of the college. This 
special opening will be preceded by busy 
days of the annual faculty workshop-re- 
treat September 6-8, directed by the dean, 
Dr. Karl Keefer, the arrival of students 
on September 9, and an intense program 
of readying the buildings by a crew of 
early arrivers and staff. In the past few 
years the opening meeting of die college 
year has been scheduled on Sunday after- 
noon in order to provide the best oppor- 
tunity for attendance by parents, fam- 
ilies, and friends of the students and 
townspeople.

An important feature of the convoca- 
tion will be the conferring of the bach- 
elor of science degree on four Rhea 
County teachers who completed their 
work in the summer sessions with a major 
in elementary education. They are: Pau- 
line Dugger Euverard, Margie Lucille 
Morrison, Katherine Arnold Morgan, 
Jackie Lou Smith. Participating in this 
part of the service will be Dr. Mercer, 
Dr. Keefer, Dr. J. Furman Miller, the 
registrar and head of the department of 
education, and Prof. L. Donald Hill, the 
major professor of these candidates.

Education Department Serves Community 


The department of professional edu- 
cation offering preparation for both ele- 
mentary and secondary level teachers has 
emerged as one of Bryan’s chief means 
of community services. 

The four September graduates are all 
Rhea County school teachers who have 
been aided in completing their work by 
the courses offered in the late afternoon 
and evening and in the summer sessions. 
They bring to 10 the total number of 
Rhea County teachers who have received 
degrees since the inauguration of an ap- 
proved teacher education program in 
1958. 

The others who have received degrees 
are Mrs. Lee Taylor, ’60, of Dayton, who 
teaches first grade in Dayton City School; 
Mrs. Widney Brown, *6l, and Mrs. Wal- 
ter Cheers, ’60, also of Dayton, who 
teach the two sixth grades in the same 
school; Mrs. A. B. Brock of Spring City, 
who teaches in the elementary school 
there; Mrs. L. L. McMillen of Spring 
City, who teaches in the Wolf Creek 
community school; and Mrs. Clyde Fitz- 
gerald, of Dayton, who teaches in Frazier 
school. 

The education department reports that 
of the total teaching force of 131 in the 
schools of Rhea County, 27 have received 
part of their professional training at 
Bryan and of these 17 have received de- 
grees. Those holding degrees in addition 
to teachers listed above are: Miss Juanita 
Pendergrass, ’37; Ralph Green, ’56; Rich- 
ard Williamson, ’60; Jerry Sisson, ’59, 
and Wayne Funderburg, ’60, who are 
returning to Dayton this fall for teaching 
positions; Laurel Hansen, ’59; Malcolm 
1-Ierndon, ’61. 


Dr. J. Furman Miller, who doubles as 
registrar, is the head of the education 
department. He holds his undergraduate 
degree from Dennison University, his 
master's from Ohio State, and his doc- 
torate from the University of Georgia. 
Dr. Miller also completed all course re- 
quirements for the Ph.D. in English at 
Emory University. This background as- 
sures a balance of liberal arts and pro- 
fessional education emphasis in the 
department. 

Dr. Miller is assisted by L. Donald 
Hill who is a graduate of Trevecca and 
George Peabody College for Teachers. 
Mr. Hill is enrolled in a doctoral pro- 
gram at Peabody and will be on leave of 
absence the second semester in order to 
give full time to pursue the doctorate.

A speaker at Bryan in past years, 
Mr. Graham is known for his effective 
work with young people. Besides preach- 
ing and counseling, he has presented 
musical sermons in 200 churches from 
coast to coast. He is a tenor and includes 
in his musical sermons a variety of sacred 
classics and oratorio as well as gospel 
songs and Negro spiritual music with a 
spoken continuity presenting some epic 
theme of Scripture. Mr. Graham is a 
graduate of Wheaton College and holds 
the Th.B. degree from Westminster 
Theological Seminary in Philadelphia. 

Registration Week Activities 

Registration and freshman week meet- 
ings will be held Monday, Tuesday, and 
Wednesday with classes scheduled to be- 
gin on Thursday, September 14. Late 
afternoon and evening classes held on 
Monday and Thursday will begin Sep- 
tember 18 and 21. The Bryan kinder- 
garten will begin its sessions on Septem- 
ber 18 also. Miss Pearl Wallace, a former 
Bryan student and a graduate of Wheaton 
College with 10 years of kindergarten ex- 
perience, will direct the kindergarten this 
year. The opening week’s activities will 
conclude with the annual formal recep- 
tion given for the students by the faculty 
on Saturday evening. 

Enrollment Increase Expected 

An enrollment increase of a minimum 
of 10 per cent over last fall’s full-time 
equivalent is expected, according to rc- 
v ports by Dr. J. Furman Miller, the regis- 
trar, and Miss Zelpha Russell, the di- 
rector of admissions. This is viewed as 
an encouraging factor in the light of 
Bryan’s new and more rigid admission 
and retention standards. 

Pre-enrollment figures indicate repre- 
sentatives from 21 states and six foreign 
countries. Those from foreign countries 
are Miss Sonia Sands of Nassau, Ba- 
hamas; Theophilus Patnaik, Calcutta, In- 
dia; Wing-Keimg Wong, Hong Kong; 
Kenzo Onishi, Japan; Tscng-Min Hsu, 
China; and the Misses Lois Taber and 
Diane deRosset, whose parents are mis- 
sionaries in Central Africaine Repub- 
lique. 
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
